The houſe of Nam hath gouerned this towne 
and land of Breda very peaceably for the ſpace. of 
134. yeeres, But it happened that after the Prince 
of Orange was gone in the yeer 1 557. into Germany, 
by reaſon of the comming of the Duke of Alba, 
Breda ſuffered much by the Spaniſh garriſons. In 
the yeere 1577. it came againe into the hands of the 
Prince of Orange. It being taken afterwards in the 
yeere 1581. by a Spaniſh Commander named 
Monſieur Hazltepenne who ſurpriſed it in the night 
time, hauing intelligence by ſome corrupted ſouldi- 
ers which were in the Caſtle of the towne : and 
of them ſtanding then Sentinell, and fearing that the 
enterpriſe might be diſcouered if he himſelte ſhould 
goe from the place, asked the ſouldier that came 
to ſupply his roome, whether he would be content 
that hee ſhould continue, and ſtand likewiſe ano- 
ther time ſentinel! for him; vnto which condition he 
yeelding willingly, was partly the occaſion of the 
betraying of the Caſtle. But the Prince of Orange 
got it againe on the fourth day of March in the yeere 
1590. by the meanes of ſome few ſouldiers, which 
were vnd:r the conduct of Captaine Herangiere, a 
Gentleman of Cambraꝝ who brought in a turff· ſhip 
(or rather a barke ich was, loaden with turffe), 
into the Caſtle. During the time of truce, the Prince 
Philips of Orange the elder brother of the Prince 
of Orange, liued)in the Caſtle of Breda, and a- 
dorned in the meane time very much the houſe of 
recreation, which is called Yalcenkurg, both with pic--

out any difficultie, in regard they were not better 
prouided of men; but the Almightie looking 
trom aboue to preſerue and keepe them that ſerue 
him: it fortuned that a countrie Boore buſied a- 
bout his ruſticall affaires, eſpyiltg the forcesof the e- 
nemies, and their manner of encloſure in the wood, 
berooke himſelſe to flight towards the Prince at o- 
range, who was alreadie come p as farre as the e- 
nemies forces, marching fòrward firſt with his 
horſes his foot being readie to enter this paſſage, 
this: Boote cried out in the Dutch language, that 
their enemies lay in Ambuſh ready to ſurpriſethemʒ 
neuertheleſſe by reaſon he vttered theſe his ſpecches - 
to the Engliſh croupes being next vnto him, they 
vnderſtood him not, but ſtill continued their mareh, 
vntill at length the. Earle of Ee withdre w himſelſe 
towards a verie high hill, from whence: hee deſcried 
the enemies lying cloſe in an obſcure place awaiting 
for 3 He had no ſooner eſpied them, 
but hee retired backe, calling out to the reſt of the 
companie to arme & retire. In the meane time it hap- 
ned a Hare ſuddenly to iſſue out of a hedge, which 
was ſhot at by the Musketiers: the noik of this 
ſhort was the principall cauſe of iheit eſcape; for the 
enemies hearing this noiſe, occaſionhed them the 
longer ſtay befare they broke out to ſhew them- 
ſelues. In the meàne time his Excellencie, the Wer

of Orange,commanded that not one mat vpon paine 


ot death, ſhould out-runne or put himſelte forward 


before any of the commoners, in regard that neither 


himſelfe nor any of the chiefe could turne them- 


ſelues backe in this-narrow paſſage; but were forced 
by neceſſitie to enforce their horſes ouer hedge and 


ditch: The other reaſon was, that the Marquis Spi- 
naola had commanded the one ſide to bee drowned, 
and ouer- flowne with water to hinder their ap- 
proach, not to come too neere to his trenches about 
Oferhout, whither hee hath now remoued his Quar- 
ter, which formerly lay at Ginneten. But. no to 
the fotmer narration, the Prince with the reſt of his 
companie were put to ſuch a fright, that had the E- 
nemie iſſued out and ſtopt their paſſage before they 
bad intelligence of their Ambuſcado, they might 
haue expected little hope of their eſcape.

He good ſucceſſe which the Orange Fleet hath 

had in the Weſt Indies, is confirmed againe by 
euerall letters which were ſent out of Spaine, and 
relate moreouer theſe cireumlitances, namely, how 
that the Generall L Hermite hauing made a confe- 
deration in the name of the States of the Vnited 
Prouinces, the King of Chili (whoſe kingdome the 
Spaniards could yet neuer conquer) aided him with 
many thouſands of men: which hee the Generall 
armed preſently, and ioyning them wich his forges,

rowne on the fide of ter Heiden, by reaſon that the 
Marquis Spina had drowned there the land by 
piercing of a dike; and they relate that the Prince of 
Orange was alreadie come cloſe to the Enemies, and 
was reſolued to aſfault the Quarter of Trtteringen, 


here aboue mentioned. 


The Marquis Spiels hauing a while agoe taken

the towne of Seauenbergen,& lent kither great ſtore 
of corne and other prouiſion, to haue them in a rea- 
dineſſe for the vie of his Campe; the Prince of 0- 
range to croſſe his deſigne, and to endammage the 
enemies, ſent lately a thouſand men to ſurprile it, as 
they did inſtantly, God be thankgd. The Marquis 
hearing this ill newes, diſpatMt preſently ſome 
3000. to recouer the towne; but the Garriſon and 
the Burgers defending it brauely, his forces were 
compelled to retreate, with the loſſe of ſome hun- 
dreths. They which come out ofthe Campe of the 
Marquis Spinola, relate that there is great want a- 
mongſt his ſouldiers. And on the other fide, they 
which come out of the tone, report, that it is yet 
prouided for twelue Moneths.
